[Summary] Construction of the Yunnan Observatory of the Chinese Academy 
of Sciences began in 1975. Located on the Fenghuang Mountains 6 kilo- 
meters from the Kunming suburbs, the observatory still under construction, 
covers 24 hectares of land. According to the country's overall astronomy 
development plan, the Yunnan Observatory will become an experimental 
research center with emphasis on astrophysics. It will carry out obser- 
vations and research in stellar physics, solar physics, radio astronomy, 
astromechanics, astrometry, time latitude, man-made satellites and the 
new technology--astronomical applications. 


Since its organization and construction began, the Yunnan Observatory has 
been equipped with more modern instruments. In addition to keeping up 
with observations of the sun (including solar radiation), the various 
branches of study have also correspondingly developed their research pro- 
grams, completed a number of important scientific research projects and 
collected a group of high-quality observation data, five items of which 
have been given awards for major scientific achievements at the National 
Scientific Conference. This observatory has also undertaken a number o.

{Text} Our country's aviation industry is a newly rising one developed

30 years of development since the founding of the country, it has now 
initially established a fairly complete aviation industrial system which, 
for the most part, has all the necessary departments to carry out such 
things as scientific research, production and education. It can mass- 
produce such types of aircraft as fighters, attack planes, bombers, heli- 
copters, transport planes and trainers which have contributed to strength- 
ening national defense, supporting third-world countries and promoting the 
building of the national economy. 


During the war to resist the U.S. and aid Korea, staff members and work- 
ers on the aviation industry front had engaged in construction while 
carrying out production in the run-down sheds of a small number of 

repair plants inherited from the old China, and had devoted all their 
etforts to rush-repair aircraft and engines to support combat needs at 

the front. In 1954, new China's first aircraft was successfully trial 
manufactured. In 1956, a China-built jet aircraft took off into the blue. 
During the 1960's, our country was already able to design and mass-produce 
its own products such as supersonic fighters. Hit later by 10 years of 
disruption, the aviation industry suffered serious interference and sabotage 
from Lin Biao and the “gang of four,” which again widened the narrowing 
gap between us and advanced world levels. 


Since the smashing of the “gang of four,” the aviation industry has seen 
rapid development and its product quality has shown marked improvement. 
High-altitude and high-speed fighters, large transport planes and other 
types of aircraft urgently needed by the units were developed by our 
country on its own and have become the final design plans. Plane produc- 
tion for civilian use has also increased on a large scale.
